St. Louisans were urged to con- 
Serve water today as the Missouri 
river’s flood crest, now passing 
Jefferson City, swept toward St. 
Louis where it is expected to 
bring the highest stage in 107 
years next Monday. 

Mayor Joseph M. Darst asked 
that unnecessary water eonsump- 
tion be stopped because of diffi- 
culties caused by the flood at the 
city’s pumping plants at How- 
ard’s Bend on the Missouri and 
Chain of Rocks on the Mississippi. 

Describing his action as a pre- 
cautionary measure, the Mayor 
explained that railroads regularly 
supplying coal and chemicals to 
the pumping plants are unable to 
reach them because of high water. 
It is expected, however, there will 
be enough water in reservoirs to 
last through the anticipated emer- 


- gency period. 
Specific Requests. 


Mayor Darst asked specifically | : 


that no water be used for lawn- 
sprinkling or for filling swimming 
pools. The Department of Streets 
and Sewers has received orders 
to stop flushing streets, and the 
Parks and Playgrounds, Depart- 
ment has stopped sprinkling 
shrubbery and grass. Consump-

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SNYDER ORGANIZES OFFICE 
TO POLICE REVENUE BUREAU 


‘Uniform and Thorough’ Inspections by Cen. 
tral Agency Promised—95 Firings 
: in Last Year. 


WASHINGTON, July 19 (UP)— 
Secretary of Treasury John -W. 
Snyder of St. Louis today. estab- 
ished a centralized investigative 
force to police the Bureau of In- 
ternal Revenue. 
Ninety-five bureau employes 
were fired for inefficiency aud 
misconduct -in the last year, it 
was learned. Several of the dis- 
missals attracted nation-wide at- 
tention after the Kefauver Crime 
Investigating Committee eriti- 
cized the bureau for laxness in 
rrosecuting gamblers and other 
law violators for evasion of in- 
come tax payments. 

Boston Chief Fired. 
More recently, President Tru- 
man fired Denis Delaney, the 
chief of the Boston internal reve- 
nue district, and turned his case 
over to the Department of Justice. 
Snyder said he was. establish- 
ing a “uniform and thorough in- 
spection service throughout the 
headquarters and field offices” to 
be headed by Edgar E. Hoppe, 
who has been with the bureau for 
22 years. 
Hoppe will have the title of 
director of the Internal Revenue 
inspection service. Snyder said 


his job will be to “tie together 
„„ all inspection officers of the 
various operating units charged 
with the examination of each 
field office.” 

“The inspection offices 
will be materially expanded,” 
Snyder added, and the “examina- 
tion conducted by the inspection 
officers will be frequent and thor- 
ough and should aid in assuring 
the taxpayers of this country a 
service that is efficient and ef- 
fective in all respects.” 

Hoppe, who is in Germany on 
an Internal Revenue assignment, 
will take up the new job as soon 
as he returns. He will report di- 

to the new commissioner 
of Internal Revenue, John B. 
Dunlap. 

Dunlap, of Texas, was confirmed 
yesterday. He succeeds George J. 
Schoeneman, who resigned, effec- 
tive July 31.

2 CEREUSES BLOOM 
IN ONCE-A-YEAR 
EVENT IN COUNTY

The white flag was out in front 
of the home of Richard Freiburg- 
haus, flower enthusiast, last night, 
to tell neighbors and members of 
Lakeshire Garden clubs that two 
of Freiburghaus’s night-blooming 
cereus, which bloom only once a 
year, had blossomed. 
Freiburghaus, 9766 Antonia 
drive, Lakeshire, has eight of the 
plants, which are rare in this part 
of the country. He has had them 
for 12 years and each summer 
they have blossomed once with 
single large flowers which stay 
open for only a few hours. 

The petals are eight inches 
across and waxy white in color, 
with a long yellow stamen, a pis- 
til the creamy color of a tubet- 
rose and a throat of delicate pas- 
tel green. The plants themselves, 
which twine around trellises in a 
sunken: garden at the rear of the 
Freiburghaus home, are almost 
25 feet long. | 
Two of the plants blossomed 
last Sunday and the other four, 
spurred by summer heat, are ex- 
pected.to bloom soon.

FRANK H. NIEHAUS 
GFTS 6 YEARS FOR 
EVASION OF TAXES 


Fined $20,000 — Judge 
Calls Case Worst of 
Its Kind in His Experi-

Frank H. Niehaus, owner of an 
undertaking establishment and 


was ‘sentenced to six years’ im- 
prisonment and fined $20,000 to- 
day by United States District 


Judge George H. Moore, 
“This. is the worst income tax 
case that has come to my atten- 


in pronouncing 
after Niehaus had pleaded guilty. 

Niehaus was indicted in March 
on charges of having evaded 352, 
697 in federal income taxes for 
the years 1944 and 1945, having 
paid a total of but 815,973 taxes 
in those years when he should 
have paid $68,670. 

Judge Moore sentenced him to 
three years’ imprisonment and 
fined him $10,000 on each count, 
specifying emphatically that the 
sentences were to be consecutive. 

Assistant United States Attor- 
ney W. J. Costello detailed the 
facts in the case against Niehaus, 
reading from a report by investi- 
gators which related that Niehaus 
had worked out “a scheme” to 
evade taxes which was “so well 
planned and executed that during 
the years 1931 to 1946 he was 
examined eight times by agents 
of the internal revenue bureau 
without being discovered.” 

During those years, the investi- 
gators reported, Niehaus's total 
income was $926,450, instead of 
$170,480 as shown by his tax re- 
turns. Thus, they reported, he 
was liable during that time for 

ayment of a total of $359,863, 

ut paid only $72,588. 

He still, therefore, is liable for 
taxes totaling $285,634 for those 
y plus penalties totaling 
$146,897, | 

Niehaus kept his own books at 
the undertaking. establishment at 
1431 Union boulevard and made 
“false and fictitious” entries in 
his own handwriting to increase 
purchases and expenses and there- 
by reduce the net taxable income, 
the report said. 

Thé invéstigators’ report also 
showed that Niehaus had invested 
a total of $1,300,000 in deeds of 
trust on real estate during a 16- 
year period, but never had paid 
tax on the income derived from 
this source.

The announcement added: 

“The secretary of the Air 
Force and the chief of staff of 
the Air Force have reluctantly 
agreed to give further considera- 
tion to his request for retirement 
which he has indicated he indi- 
cated he intends to submit in the 
immediate future.” 

Quesada has served 26 years. 
Under the law, an officer may 
request retirement after 20 years’ 
service.

N unpublicized incident occurred in the Federal Power Com- 
mission recently which illustrates why Harry Truman is almost 
certain not to be re-elected President of the United States even

The incident involved a poker- 
playing crony of the President, 
former Senator Mon Wallgren, 
who deliberately cut his chief's 
throat. 

This has become a favorite pat- 
tern in Washington. The White 
House outlines a policy, frequent- 
ly a fine and courageous policy. 
Then the President appdints men 
who throw that policy in the 
ditch. 

This was what he did on one 
of the most important battles he 
has waged in the last year—his 
veto of the Kerr natural gas bill.

So Truman vetoed it.

This whole question has been unnecessarily

being more interested in keeping Franco at the 
head of his police state than in the merits of 
Spain as a defense element. If these Franco- 
philes would quit mixing in, any military con- 
siderations could have a proper hearing. 

Franco is not going to turn Communist. After 
all he claims he is the world’s senior anti-Com- 
munist. So the democracies do not need to 
worry about losing him to the Kremlin. Since 
we cannot support every nation which has its 
hand out, let the help go to those which may 
thus be kept from falling under the red sickle. 

If Gen. Eisenhower and his Atlantic Pact 
command in Paris think that the United States 
needs the use of several bases in Spain they 
should say so and why. That will separate 
this issue from propping the tin-horn Hitler 
who is trying to butter the democracies in the 
hope of getting financial aid. If Spain can 
be of any use in the defense of Western Europe, 
let us find out about it, but let us make sure it 
does not cost far more than it may gain. 

Surely the lessons learned with respect to 
China and Russia can be applied in Spain. We 
can, if necessary, use a Spanish air base with- 
out giving Franco. any political comfort. Our 
use of air bases in Arabia does not mean we 
support the methods of Ibn Saud. The United 
States was a wartime ally of Russia without 
ever indorsing the policies of Communism. 

It is no more our task to bulwark Franco— 
rather to attempt to bulwark him—than to take 
over Chiang Kai-shek’s lost war. Our task is 
to defend democracy against all its foes—in 
Europe as well as in Asia. And that is a task 
to which we are committed with Britgin and 
France.

On the whole, the House showed the same 
deep resistance to an all-out stabilization effort 
as had triumphed in the Senate. The coalition 
of Old Guard Republicans and conservative 
Democrats which dominated the voting on most 
issues evidently is gambling on the hope that 
the present: ease-up in inflationary pressures 
will continue. 

That is a dangerous gamble for more than 
one reason. In view of all the evidence which 
indicates that inflationary pressures will be re- 
doubled as military production increases, the 
safe and prudent thing for Congress to do 
would be to authorize effective stabilization 
just in case. Then if a new emergency arose 
it could quickly be dealt with, and if it did not, 
nobody would be hurt by being ready. 

Such a course would involve, in a sense, giv- 
ing a vote of confidence to Charles E. Wilson, 
Eric Johnston and the other business men who 
are running the stabilization program. It would 


-also involve doing what the Truman Administra- 


tion asks Congress to do. Political currents on 
Capitol Hill being what they are, Congress 
seems unwilling to back up Messrs. Wilson and 
Johnston for fear of seeming to indorse Harry 
Truman.

JUST DOESN’T PAY’ 


Teaching high school chemistry 
just doesn’t pay, Elbert C. 
Weaver, an instructor of physics 
and chemistry at Phillips Acad- 
emy, Andover, Mass., told a group 
of high school chemistry teach- 
ers and others at St. Louis Uni- 
versity yesterday. 

“Do not ceceive yourself,” he 
said. “Teaching chemistry is not 
an occupation where a person 
can earn a salary large enough 
to support a moderately large 
family in comfort and eventually 
own a home. The income will sup- 
port a single person or a small 
family of modest tastes. 

‘But if you expect a moder- 
ately large family, or if your 
tastes are educated, discriminat- 
ing and expensive, and if you 
have failed to marry a rich 
spouse and have children to edu- 
cate, some supplement to your 
income is necessary.” 

He suggested that the peda- 
gogue in such a position could 
teach in the evenings, and dur- 
ing summers, as well as process 
photographs, run a travel agency, 
paint houses, sell insurance, do 
baby sitting or color Christmas 
cards.

DYING’ SAILOR GETS 
WISH TO SEE HOME 
TOWN, IMPROVING 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., July 19 (UP) 
When Navy doctors granted a 
request of a sailor, who they be- 
lieved to be dying, to see his 
“old home town” once more, they 
apparently prescribed just. the 
tonic he needed to save his life. 

Seaman Jim Vowell, 21 years 
old, who distinguished himself in 
action in Korea before being 
stricken by a brain tumor, al- 
ready has far outstripped the 
three-week limit doctors put on 
his life early last month.

Brown, who has been with the 
highway department since 1918 
and has been chief engineer since 
1937, told a special legislative 
committee in Jefferson City Mon- 
day that he had “confidential in- 
formation that I am to be re- 
moved as chief engineer.” The 
chief engineei is appointed by the 
highway commission and appoints 
_all key employes. 

As to accomplishment of his 
mission to Washington, Gov. 
Smith said quick action on the 
part of federal authorities in 
making the relief funds available 
“was due to the fine co-operation 
of the Missouri members of the 
House and Senate.” President 
Truman signed the relief bill yes- 
terday. 

While in Washington, the Gov- 
ernor made an unsuccessful at- 
tempt to obtain surplus hospital 
beds and furniture for use 
in the former State Confederate 
Soldiers’ Home at Higginsville, 
Mo., which is to be converted 
into a training school for girls. 

“They turned me down cold on 
my request for the surplus prop- 
erties,’ Smith said. “They told 
me any such surplus property was 
needed to furnish 26 new vet- 
erans’ hospitals that are being 
built.”

Southern fried chicken is the 
favorite recipe of J. C. Long of 
Meridian, Miss., president of the 
association, who says it should be 
neither dry nor greasy. To pre- 
pare it cut a two- pound young 
chicken into serving pieces and 
coat with one-half cup flour 
which has been mixed with one 
and one-half teaspoons paprika, 
one-fourth teaspoon black pepper 
and one and one-half teaspoons 
salt. Heat one-half to two-thirds 
cup of fat or shortening in a 
skillet and fry the chicken pieces 
to light brown. Reduce heat and 
cook slowly, turning occasionally 


to cook evenly until tender, 30 


to 35 minutes. After the initial 
browning the chicken may be 
placed in a slow oven (325 de- 
grees) to bake for 30 to 35 min- 
utes. Baking takes the place of 
continued fryifig.

PITTSBURGH, July 19 (UP)—Digging ditches . . . hauling gar- 
bage .~ . a $9.50 relief check ... a sobbing mother—all of these 
surely flashed through the dizzy delirium of Jersey Joe Walcott as 
he sat in a smoky dressing room and screamed: 

„It's only the beginning. Life begins at 37!"

“It took me 21 years,” Walcott 
shouted. “I knew I could do it, 
and I did it.” 


For 21 years he slugged his way 
through boxing. Six times he quit, 
in disgust, in dreary resignation. 
But he came back each time, just 
as he came back last night to 
knock out Ezzard Charles and 
snare the most prized title in his 
profession. 

Hungry Fighter. 

At 37 most fighters are long 
through. But this fellow chris- 
tened Arnold Cream on his Jan. 
31, 1914, birth date kept plugging 
amid the jeers. He became a 
fighter when he came home for 
supper at the age of 16 and found 
his mother crying. “There’s no 
supper,” she sobbed, “no food in 
the house.” : 

So Walcott began the long 
trudge up heartbreak highway 
that led to Forbes Field—and vic- 
tory last night. He was a flop 
fighting until he started one of 
his periodic comebacks six years 
ago—it was “one last fling,” after 
trying to support six children on 
grubby odd jobs and a $9.50 relief 
check. 

He was another “bum” to be 
thrown to Joe Louis in 1947 when 
he finally hit the big time. Louis 
“won,” and an enraged public 
screamed at one of boxing’s poor- 
est decisions. That was title shot 
No. 1 for Jersey Joe. In No. 2 he 
was knocked out by Louis in the 
summer of 1948. In No. 3 he lost 
a decision to Ezzard Charles at 
Chicago June 22, 1949. And last 
March 7 he lost No. 4 to Charles. 

Last night brought up No. 5. 
„It was a left hook that finally 
won for me,” Walcott panted in 
his dressing room. “I knew that 
was the punch when I threw it.” 
It was the pungh, all right. It 
rocked Charles back onto the can- 
vas, and down to defeat. 

Charles Remembers “Six.” 

And what of Charles? He, too, 
came up from poverty. to. glory. 


But there was none of the glory 


for him last night. There was 
shock and bewilderment.

Actually, it was at the count of 
nine that Charles rose shakily up- 
ward, then lunged back onto the 
canvas again as the referee com- 
pleted the fateful toll of “10.”

The man nodded glumly. 

Slowly Charles started to peel 
off his trunks. Then he looked up 
at his wife, Gladys. She stood be- 
side the rubbing table, sobbing 
softly. “You'd better get out of 
here,” he said. She left. . 

The room was quiet. Almost 
quiet enough to hear the bedlam 
down the hall, where Jersey Joe 
Walcott recited a speech he had 
rehearsed four times before:

She Built a Church, Red 
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The Rev. Josephine Huffer Succeeded in 
Task With Faith and Courage as Her Only 
Assets, Has Served as Pastor for 27 Years

SHELBYVILLE, Ind., July 19. 
HERE was a time when Wal- 
kerville, across the tracks and 
the river, was about as God- 

forsaken as a community could 
be. Its one little frame church 
was as good as abandoned. There 
was a woman with a faith that 
was strong who rang the church 
bell on Sunday mornings, al- 
though the ringing brought no 
worshippers. At last another 
woman came to be pastor of the 
forlorn church and serve the for- 
gotten community. That was 27 
years ago. Now.there is an edifice 
that is worth $100,000, a congre- 
gation of 600 and a redeemed 
community. 


That is what the Rev. Josephine 
Huffer has done for Trinity Meth- 
odist church of Walkerville and 
the community of which it is the 
center, though she calls it an ex- 
ample of “What God Hath 
Wrought.” Unforgotten, too, is 
the faith of the other woman who 
rang the church bell when there 
were no worshippers to answer. 

There is no Walkerville now 
except in the memories of those 
who knew it in bygone years. It 
is East Shelbyville now, though 
it still lies beyond the tracks 
and the river, proudly acknowl- 
edged as a part of the city whose 
importance it shares. To the wom- 
an preacher is given the glory 
that she doesn’t claim for herself, 
and there's a share for the wom- 
an sexton, self-appointed, who 
kept ringing the bell because her 
faith was strong. 

Walkerville, in the day of its 
premature decay, was where the 
workers lived shabbily, pinched 
between the fairground and the 
cemetery at the far side of Little 
Blue river, spanned by a covered 
bridge. It was peaceable enough, 
though something of a problem, 
with a name of its own so that it 
would not be identified with Shel- 
byville, a proud and prosperous 
city. 

Felks at the big uptown 
churches didn’t take much inter- 
est in Walkerville until, members 
of the First Methodist church 
started a Sunday school and cot- 
tage meetings on the east side in 
1894. This led to the building 
of a small church with $400 bor- 
rowed money and volunteer labor. 
It didn’t flourish and after .a 
while services were discontinued, 
though Mrs. Martha Anderson 
continued the ritual of ringing 
the bell on Sunday mornings. 
Walkerville, under the blight of 
the church’s failure, was if any- 
thing more desolate than ever. 
Sporadic efforts to d) something 
about it failed.

N the meantime the Rev. Wil- 

bur A. Campbell and his wife 

Josephine have gone from In- 
diana to McClave, Colo., to serve 
a frontier church and the minister 
had died there, leaving his wife 
with three small children. 


The woman prayed that she 
might keep her children together. 
She returned with the children 
to her father’s home near Vevay, 
Ind., and faced the future. She 
was a graduate of Moores Hill 
College and had been a teacher 
before she married, and had done 
some preaching. There was a 
prospect that the Methodists 
would presently permit women to 
preach. She talked with Bishop 
Anderson and on his advice and 
encouragement decided to enter 
the ministry. 


As a licensed “supply” she took 
over the rural Cross Plains Cir- 
cuit of four churches, which she 
served for four years. Running 
four churches with three children 
on her hands was something of a 
chore. She managed it by taking 
the children with her over ter- 
rible roads on her visits to the 
churches. The going was 80 
tough that sometimes she asked 
the children, huddled in the Ford. 
to pray that she would make it 
and somehow she always did. 


As a reward for her labors on 
Cross Plains Circuit she was as- 
signed to see what she could 
do with the Walkerville “charge.” 
It turned out to be a charge 
against all her assets of faith and 
courage. The day she drove across 
Little Blue on the covered bridge

Her dream was to 
build a beautiful church which 
would not only inspire spiritual 
devotion but stimulate civic con- 
sciousness. 

Within a year, with the help 
of the Board of Missions, a site 
was acquired, a weed-grown lot 
with a dilapidated building on it. 
The building was removed and 
the weeds cut. She had raised 
$20,000 and had 10 days in which 
to obtain an additional $25,000

in order to qualify for a loan. 
On the evening of the tenth day 
she came in with $27,000. The 
new Trinity church was finished 
at a cost of $87,000 and in 1927 
was dedicated. Now it is worth 
100,000 and free of debt. 


The membership grew rapidly 
until now there are 600, almost 
equal to the population of what 
used to be called Walkerville, 
though some of the members 
come from the country, and the 
Sunday school enrollment is 420. 

In the 308 Mrs. Campbell was 
married again but her second 
husband, Huffer, died in 1939. 
Though the years of her second 
marriage and afterward she con- 
tinued to serve Trinity until she 
had made a record, 27 years in a 
single pastorate, probably un- 
equaled for a woman in the 
Methodist church anywhere and 
rarely excelled even by a man in 
a denomination that practices the 
rotation of ministers.

E were enjoying vichyssoise, 
W cool and flavorful, at a 

luncheon recently. This is, 
of course, a favorite introduction 
to a hot weather meal, although 
it has become so popular in re- 
cent years that it is found on 
many restaurant menus in cold 
as well as hot weather. 


A man seated next to me com- 
mented, “This is good but it’s no 
better than I can make myself. 
Of course, it is nothing really 
but a potato soup with a fancy 
name!” One of the other guests 
at the table took issue with this 
statement because, as he said, It 
must Have chicken stock in it.” 
“Oh, I don’t bother with that, 
and I use scallions instead of 
leeks but I have developed quite 
a reputation for my vichyssoise,” 
answered the expert. 


I was asked my opinion in re- 
gard to the necessity of the 
chicken stock. Actually, I have 
always used this myself but there 
is some evidence that Louis Diat, 
who made the Ritz-Carlton food 
famous, first served the soup 
under this title and I find that 
his recipe is chickenless. The au- 
thority. for this is in the introduc- 
tion to his new book, “Sauces 
French and Famous.” In contrast 
to most other recipes for sauces, 
you will find these accurate an 
easy to use. 


VICHYSSOISE, DIAT. 


Clean and chop the white parts 

of four leeks or enough to make 
one and one-half cups and com- 
bine with one-half cup chopped 
onion, Melt one tablespoon butter 
in a saucepan; add leeks and 
onion and cook gently until they 
are soft but not brown. Add one 
quart boiling water and five 
medium potatoes, peeled and 
chopped, and one tablespoon salt. 
Cook until potatoes are well done, 
about 30 minutes. Strain through 
a fine sieve or food mill.

Awkwardness of Growth

to proceed awkwardly. It is im- 

portant to realize this in order 
not to blame our children unfair- 
ly for the many unattractive be- 
haviors which in spite of our 
best efforts, they will inevitably 
exhibit from time to time. There 
are some respects in which most 
of us can improve our children, 
by diligent agd well applied ef- 
fort, but gro seems to require 
some inevitably awkward periods, 
and only intelligent, informed 
and sympathetic understanding 
can help us and our children to 
ride smoothly through such 
periods, 

Take the parent-child relation 
as one example. Here ages of 
conformity seem to alternate with 
ages of non-conformity. The child 
is often too dependent on his 
mother at one age, and then at 
the very next age he may seem 
to be directing every effort to de- 
fying her. This is an example 
of the awkwardness of growth. 
The child is typically friendly and 
docile at 3 years of age; defiant 
and out of bounds at 4. Five loves 
to obey his mother (for the most 
part): 6 loves to resist; 10 is com- 
pliant; 11 cantankerous.

THE BABY before birth is, of 


course, almost physically one with 
his mother. Even throughout the 


| N many respects, growth seems 


first year he is extremely de- 
pendent on her. One of his main 
developmental tasks is to achieve 
freedom from her and to gain his 
own independence. 

If growth proceeded gracefully, 
the child would merely detach 
himself gradually and politely 
from this natural early depen- 
dence. But he has no skill to ac- 
complish this. So, as we have 
described, he alternates periods 
of compliance with rude resist- 
ance. He conforms for a while, 
then impelled by inner drives 
which he himself by no means 
understands, he goes through 
these repeated periods when in 
every way he can he rebels 
ag and defies his mother’s 
authority. These defiant spells 
are unfortunately the means by 
which he seems to achieve à final 
degree of independence. 

This is the inescapable awk- 
wardness of growth, though per- 
haps it is not entirely inescap- 
able. One of our parents has 
wisely suggested that perhaps it 
is in the long run simply the 
awkwardness of a culture whose 
expectations do not fit the 
changes which must take place 
within the growing child. Perhaps 
if as parents we understood and 
anticipated some of these be- 
haviors, we could by our skillful 
handling reduce their awkward- 
ness.
